To Forum 


Mexico ,as seen by Mrs. M. F 
tie Wright, after years of travel 
and residence in Europe and 
South and Central America, was 
vividly portrayed at a meeting of 
the Sierra Madre Forum on Tues¬ 
day night by this g i f t e d 
writer and speaker as a land of 
happiness, poverty and confusion 

Happy in their handcrafts, poor 
because of primitive means of 
production, confused because of 
maladministration of their consti¬ 
tution and continued exploration 
by those who, living luxuriously 
in Paris, knew little of their 
country’s realities. 

Disappointed by their failure 
of the ideals of Mexico's new 
constitution, Mrs. de Wright ex 
pressed fear that human nature, 
here is in Mexico, would prevent 
the success of efforts toward 
economic adjustments. 

Presenting a comprehensive re¬ 
view of events leading up to can¬ 
cellation of the Air Mail con¬ 
tracts, Victor O. Schmidt stated 
Unit since hearings at which all 
companies holding air mail con¬ 
tracts were compelled to appear 
covered nearly a year, the slo¬ 
gan "cancellation without hear¬ 
ings" lacked foundation in fact.

Not Single Case Of 
Poliomyelitis In 
This Community 

Score another health mark for 
Sierra Madre. Despite the fact 
that the dreaded infantile paraly¬ 
sis found many victims in Los 
Angeles, and eleven cases de¬ 
veloped in Pasadena, not a single 
case has been reported in Sierra 
Madre, Arcadia or Monrovia, Dr. 
J. 1). Dunshee, head of the State 
Department of Public Health, de¬ 
clared yesterday that "the disease 
is becoming less prevalent in 
Southern California." 

Dr. Wilton Lee Halverson, city 
health officer of Pasadena, says 
all the cases there are mild in 
character, an i they are not wor¬ 
ried over tile situation, the num¬ 
ber of new cases becoming less 
and less. 

More than 80 per cent of all 
cases reported in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia are in individuals under 
15 years of age, ami more than 
one-tliird are in children between 
the ages of 5 and 9 years. 

Three eminent doctors from 
the Rockefeller Institute of Medi¬ 
cal Research, arrived in Los An¬ 
geles from the East to study the 
outbreak of poliomyelitis. 

"There is a well-founded fear 
of this disease and there also is 
an unfortunate terror of it that is 
wholly unnecessary," said Dr 
Dunshee. "There is no need for 
upsetting the normal trend of 
living for children, with the ex¬ 
ception that care should be used 
in avoiding contact with sick per¬ 
sons and that care should also be 
exercised not to irritate the nasal 
passages.”

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STATELY HOLLYHOCKS 

GRACE ANY LOCALITY 

T HEREH is no more stately or 
decorative perennial than the 
hollyhock and no more 
democratic plant as well as aris¬ 
tocratic. It graces a barnyard or 
the entrance to a millionaire s 
estate with equal beauty. It even 
runs wild in the countryside and 
makes brilliant groups along road- 

Many people depend upon self 
sown seeds of their old plants to 
maintain a supply. While there 
will be myriads of plants, it is 
much better, and finer colors and 
plants are obtained by planting 
pedigreed seeds. The larger plants 
they can make this year the 
larger and finer the spikes will 
be next year. 

While the hollyhock is a peren¬ 
nial, gardeners usually prefer to 
grow it as a biennial and be sure 
of a solid and regular group or 
border as a certain number 
usually succumb each year. The 
life of the hollyhock is usually 
not more than' three or four 
years at the most. 

Where formerly the double 
types, rather stiff cushions adher¬ 
ing closely to a rather stubby 
spike, were the popular form of 
this plant, they have given way 
to the old fashioned single types 
and those which are not so fully 
doubled as to destroy the grace 
of the bloom. 

There are many beautiful colors 
and strains in both double and 
single. The new pink is one of 
the favorites and one of the fin¬ 
est colors in the whole range of 
the hollyhocks. New strains and 
colors are offered each year. The 
fig leafed type is one of the most 
graceful because of its deeply 
lobed foliage, suggesting the fig 
leaf in shape and the soft colors 
of the bloom and the branching 
spikes.
